ed today. The loss is great, as the 
building alone cost about $16,000,000. 
The fire originated be ween the pri­ 
vate apartments reserved for the Sul­ 
tan and Chamber of Deputies and is 
believed to have been due to defect­ 
ive heating aparatus, although there 
have been reports current tha. re­ 
actionary agents were responsible for 
it. 


Practically all the archives of the 
Chamber of ’Deputies, including im­

mates, were burned. As a consequence 
the business of Parlimen; will be se­ 
riously interrupted. 
What few effects were saved were 
taken from the palace by sailors sta­

Message Said to be Lengthy 


There has been no intimation what 
thegovernor’s message

when it reaches the legislature about 
noon tomorrow. It is said to be quite 
1 mg, bu; no one is authorized to 
speak for what is in it. Representa­ 
tive Tillotson will ask the governor 
to submit the matter of Indian min­ 
ors’ leases, and he will re-introduce 
he bill of the regular session fixing 
a form for making them. The hill 
passed the house af er a hard fight 
last spring, but it failed in the sen­ 
ate. 


No intimation has been given re­ 


garding proposed legislation on tho 
baking law, but if the subject comes 
in, it is understood the amendmen st 
will be few and limited. In fact, it is 
stated tonight, the governor will not 
oqer the subject unless he is as­ 
sured there will be no tamperng w h 
• ts provisions other than as recom­ 
mended. Following this line, the exe­ 
cutive office .can control the legisla­ 
tion and thwart any attempt to crip­ 
ple the law. One feature, It is under­

House. 


Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 19.—Will the 
members of the special session of 
the leg! si a ure which convenes Thurs­ 
day morning draw $ 2 or $ 6 a day? 
is a question that was discussed free­ 
ly today. 
The concensus of opinion is that 
they will draw 
$ 6 a day, but the 
question of w hether or not the leg­ 
islature in called session can legally 
employ the same officers that serv­ 
ed the last regular session enters in­ 
to the discussion. 
The state consti­ 
tution provides that members are to 
be coupensated at .he rate of $ 6 a 
day for not more than 60 days for 
special session. Th*s, of course, ap­ 
plies to regular sessions, and it is 
contended that the extraordinary ses­ 
sion is in all respects equivalent to 
a regular session, carrying with it 
he $ 6 per diem, being in no sense 
a cantinuation of an adjourned ses­ 
sion. 
Accepting this conclusion as a fact. 
it is then up to the legislators in 
e/.raor.X nary 
session 
to 
elect 
a 
speaker of the lower house and the 
various other officers. Those who are 
Pos ed 
in 
the legal phase of the 
question are of the opinion that lf 
the 
legislature 
proceeds 
Thursday 
without making proper provisions for 
officers It will commit technical er­ 
ror that may force the members to 
serve during the en ire special ses­ 
sion for | 2 a day. 
In order to obviate this situation it 
is the opinion of learned lawyers that 
it will be entirely proper for the leg­ 
islature on convening to re-elect :he 
officers who served the last regular 
session by a concurrent resolution. 


FIVE PERSONS LEIP TO 
REITH FROM BUILDING 


DYE MAY AYD FOLK GIRLS FIRE 


VICTIMS. 


Five Others Probably Fatally Injur­ 


ed aud Many More Seriously 


Hurt.

19.—Five 
per­ 
sons, four girls and one man, leaped 
to their death today in a panic caus­ 
ed by a fire in the four-story fac- 
ory .building 
at 
2810

street. Five others received probably 
fatal injuries and many others were* 
seriously hurt. 
Nearly all of the dead and fatally 
injured 
were 
employed 
in 
Joseph 
Chachkin’s shirt-waist factory on the 
fourth floor. C achila was injured, one 
of his daughters is dead and anoth­ 
er dying. 
Many of the occupan s of the build­ 
ing jumped from windows. 'Blankets 
were spread to break the falls, but 
in the dense smoke the victims rn ss- 
ed them and crashed to death on the 
pavement. 
The building was perfectly equip­ 
ped with fire-escapes and fire ropes. 
Morris Pessan, ins eau of lowering 
the fire rope and sliding down, jum p­ 
ed from the window with the loose 
end in his hands. The monetary !s 
estimated at $50,000.
